GAMBLING CUSTOMS. 
( Communicated.) 

Persons who have mado thomselves the 
Yeast familiar with Chinese superstitions are 
aware that practices of various kinds ara 
commonly. observed by them, which would 
soartely be believed by persons who had 
never been brought into contact with the 
people themselves. What would our ‘most 
abandoned and inveterato gamblers think of 


it ifthey were told that the spirits of the 
newly-departed had a hand in controlling 
the lottery, and that an appeal to the shades 
of smo recently dead acquaintance would 
be very likely to ensure success in the de- 
grading undertaking. Now one of the uses 
to.which Chinese gamblera put their dead is 
to offer them food, burn incenae before them, 
and} vow that if they will give the peti- 
tiofera success, the spirit of the deceased 
sbgil be for ever after honoured. We had 
aifstriking confirmation of this last winter 
in the City of: Canton, where, as is well: 
known, gamblers and gambling are winked 
at by those in authority. It was a cold 
moriing in the early part of 1879; we had 
alrendy got throngh the morning meal and 
somo of tho early duties of the day, and had 
prepared for a .brisk walk through the 
atrects of the City, but on leaving the outer 
door of the premives. were surprised at aeo- 
ing, not far distant, the dead body of an 
elderly man, The corpse was but poorl 
olad, the features were omaciated, and the 
/man had every appearance of haying been a 
great snffcrer. Inquiring. the cause of. his 
death we were informed that deccased was 
an opium smoker, and that having spent all 
his money, and being now reduced to pover- 
ty, he had ‘prooured @ large pill of opium 
whish ho-had’eaten-in order to put an end 
to his sufferings. It happened that just at 
the time some important lottery was opened 
at Honam, and many of the peopla were 
anxious to try thei¢ fortuné at the stakes.

rence of all, Each gambler then makes 
tis or her stake, and the person who selects 
the name similar to that in the bag receives 
thirty ‘times his stake. The extra six 
stakes (for there are, as just stated, 34 
nanies, so that the chances of each person 
aredé to one against each. stake drawing 
the 30-stake prize) go to defray expenses 
and to bribe the police. The person .who 

lays the highcat- stake opens the. bag.” 
ja the present instance those gamblers who 
lived in- the neighbourhood came to the place 
whore the corpse lay, burned incense, pre- 
sented offerings of cakes and other edibles 
and made vows of recompense to the spirit of 
the already unconscious suicide.

During the 
soanon of loty water theo rules entail great 
trouble and expense, from which the official 
company ia exempt, greatly to the detri- 
ment of,the foreign trade of the port. 

Tho bulk for McBain’s line of stenmers 
is still anchored om the north ashore, a 
locality in which all sorta of Zckin exaotions 
abound, and notwithstalding that shadrawa

the port, and unless some alteration in the 
present system of paying Jekin is insisted 
on, it. will be impasible for foreign 
merchants todo any business. At present: 
none but members of this favoured (nild 
are pormitted to pay dues in the lekin office, 
and as opium without the stamp of the 
offias can be seized anywhere, an effectual 
monopoly bas been established under Gov- 
ernment auspices.
